Spanish Ask For Lee's Recall, Are 


Refused, and Take It Back 


This Morning. 


Washington, March 7,—Spain has wit 


drawn her request for the recall of Con 
sul General Lee and it is now believed 
that the incident is practically closed. 


The withdrawal came today in the 


shape of an official communication from 
Minister Woodford. It is now stated that 
the request was never put in the shape of 
a demand, but that it was merely a sug- 
gestion on the part of Spain. 
When she 


found it would not be pleasantly received 
by this country she promptly receded. 


The request was made some days ago 


but was not given out till yesterday. 
It was that Lee b.e recalled and that the 
warships which haS" Deen aesigtiai"^ "& 
convey supplies to Cuba for the relief 
of the sufferers should be replaced by 
merchant vessels in order to deprive 
the assistance of an official character. 


The natural request for a statement 


of the view taken by the administration 
of so extraordinary a presentation of 
Spain's real feeling toward the United 
States had been anticipated, for ac- 
companying the report was an author- 
ized declaration from the officials of the 
state department in words that admit 
of no misconstruction. It is as follows: 


GESTEBAI. FITZ HUSH EES 


("The president will not consider the re- 
call of G/eneral Lee. He has borne him- 
self throughout this crisis with judg- 
ment, fidelity and courage, to the presi- 
dent's entire satisfaction. 


"As to the supplies for the relief of the 


Cuban people all arrangements have 
been made to carry a consignment this 
week from Key West by one of the naval 
vessels, whichever may be best adapted 
end most available for the purpose, to 
Matanzas and Sagua. 


"Although the officials here are non- 


committal on the subject, it is Relieved 
that the request for General Lee's recall 
was made at least a day or two ago, and 
that the Spanish government after re- 
ceiving the reply of the state depart- 
ment has not insisted either upon Lee's 
recall or upon its contention that the 
relief supplies should not be sent to Cuba 
in naval vessels." 


Beyond the foregoing those who par- 


ticipated in the conference at the White 
House at which the matter was consid- 
ered would not discuss the subject, and 
it was stated positively that the author- 
ized statement comprised everything 
that would be given to anyone. The ad- 
vices from Madrid, together with the 
authoritative statement here, left no 
room for'doubt as to what had occurred. 


The request for General Lee's recall is 


•understood to have come within the last 
few days, and doubtless since the last 
cabinet meeting on Friday, as no refer- 
ence was made to it at that time. It 
came through Minister Woodford, a 
somewhat unusual procedure, as the 
cornAion mode of requesting the with- 
drawal of a minister or a consul is 
through the representative of a govern- 
ment making the request, which in this 
case is Mr. Du Bosc, the Spanish charge 
of affairs. Mr. Du Bosc had received 
no instructions on the subject, and was 
in complete ignorance of the demands 
made through Minister Woodford. The 
other suggestion of tlie Spanish govern- 
ment—that relief supplies should not be 
sent in war vessels—"did not come 
through the minister, as the Madrid dis- 
patches state, but was presented by Mr. 
Du Bosc to the state department last 
Friday. The responses in both cases 
•went direct to Minister Woodford. There 
was no loss of time, however, in assemb- 
ling a special session of the cabinet, or 
even in any general conference between 
the president and his cabinet advisers 
individually. In the protest against the 
Montgomery and Nashville, Judge Day 
conferred with Secretary Long, who in 
turn called in Captain Crowninshield, 
chief of the bureau of navigation. There 
appeared to be no reason why a change 
should be made in the plan for sending 
warships on the relief mission, and, with- 
out attaching grave significance to the 
request of the Spanish government, the 
answer was made that the plans for the 
trip were completed and that the stay 
of the ships would be brief and of the 
most pacific character. 


Grounds on which General Lee's 


recall was asked are not officially dis- 
closed. It to known, however, that the 
Spanish government has chafed for some 
time over General Lee's presence in 
Havana, although this had never taken 
the fnrm of a definite protest prior to 
the present time. It began to assume a 
more serious aspect ahortly after the 
arrival of the Maine at Havana. At that 
time General Lee escorted Captain Sigs- 
bee on his round of official calls. These 
were made with due formality, but the 
Spanish officiate took offense when the 
calls were restr-lctetlPto General Blanco. 
Admiral Manterola and the representa- 
tives of the military arm of Spain's 
service, and did not Include Premier 
Galvez and his associates of the au- 
tonomous oabloat, wio represent tho-new 


Civil regime which Spafh Is seeking to 
enforce. The ^matter caine to th» atten- 
tion of D.upuy De Lome, then Spanish 
TOlnister in Washington, and although 
there were no protests, the situation 
doubtless reached the state department, 
as suitable amends were made by Cap- 
,taln SlgAee's calling on Dr. Congosto, 
the civil secretary general, and Premier 
Galvez and his associates. There was 
like irritation over a dinner given by 
Co- „! General Lee to the officers of the 
Maine. The list of guests on that oc- 
casion is said to have omitted some of 
the Spanish naval officers and to have 
Included, quite conspicuously, the names 
of a number of American newspaper 
correspondents who were regarded by 
the Spanish officials at Havana as an- 
tagonistic to them. 


Within recent days it has been under- 


stood by officials here that the feeling 
against General Lee had been smoothed 
over, and the reiqtuest for his recall was 
for that reason in the nature of a com- 
plete surprise. There are circumstances, 
however, which clearly 
disclose the 


grounds for the recall, although it is not 
known that Spain has made any exact 
specifications of complaint. Since the 
Maine disaster a report has been cir- 
culated that General Le& held the per- 
sonal opinion that the explosion was due 
to external cause. An official report of 
this character was never sent to Wash- 
ington so far as is knowrt; but the mere 
circulation of the report at Madrid, at- 
tributing such views to General Lee, has 
been the source of much feeling in Span- 
ish circles. The press dispatches from 
Madrid also disclose that General Lee 
is held accountable at the Spanish capi- 
tal for the project of the purchase of 
Cuba by the United States from Spain, 
as well as for a general sentiment of 
sympathy toward the insurgents. The 
suggestion of a leading government 
organ, that the next session of the cortes 
will consider the case of General Le'e 
shows the strong influence which in- 
duced the Sagasta cabinet to a'sk his re- 
call. There is little doubt that the main 
cause of Spain's action is Lee's attitude 
toward the Cuban sufferers. It is known 
that his active and open sympathy with 
the people who have suffered so greatly 
during the insurrection—American citi- 
zens as well as native Cubans—has not 
been accepted -by the Spanish officials in 
Cuba as an exhibition of disinterested 
officialism such as is expected of con- 
sular officers. There were complaints 
during General Weyler's administration 
of his conduct, but never in official form. 


As a matter of fact, Spain required 


no formal excuse for the dismissal of a 
consular officer, according to interna- 
tional law. These officers are not en- 
dowed with diplomatic privileges, and 
they exist entirely by the suffrance of 
the nations to which they are sent. In 
their case it is not necessary nor usual 
to request their home governments to 
recall them. They live officially only 
through an exequatur granted by the 
government to which they are accredit- 
ed, and this may be withdrawn at any 
moment. So Consul General Lee may 
be dismissed from his post at the pleas- 
ure of the Spanish government, and this 
would not violate any section of inter- 
national law; but he is in one respect 
unique, in that he is endowed with semi- 
'diplomatic powers by the wish of our 
government and by the consent of the 
Spanish government. The request 
o;f 


the Spanish government for his recall 
may therefore be regarded as tanta- 
mount to a demand for the recall of an 
objectionable minister, such for instance 
as Dupuy De Lome. There must be 
some substantial or satisfactory reason 
for such a demand in such cases, and 
as those presented againsfc General Lee 
probably were confined to acts he has so 
far performed with the full sanction and 
approval of President McKinley, the de- 
mand was not entertained, as is clearly 
shown in the formal statement given out 
by Assistant Secretary Day. Under 
such circumstances the incident would 
close unless S«9in toolf the decisive step 
of insisting on Genera1! Lee's recall, and, 
this failing, giving him his exequatur. 
This radical course is not expected, how- 
ever. 


The action regarding-the Montgomery 


and Nashville is looked upon as much 
less grave than that affecting •General 
Lee. Secretary Long, does not regard 
the question as tp what ship should ca,rry 
the relief supplies as-serious in any way, 
or as likely to present perplexing issues. 
The desire of the navy department is 
merely to gret-the supplies taCuba on-the 
most available vessel. There are tfrr_ee 
of these now at Key West, the Mont- 
gomery, Nashville and Fern, alike avail- 
able for the service, and one 'of these 
will be designated for the trip. The 
Fern is a dispatch boat rather than an 
armed naval vessel, and her-avallabJUty 
for this mission had not previously been 
suggested. Her choice would probably 
remove all ground for objection, as she 
has none of the characteristics of a war 
vessel. The official orders, however, 
continue to stand nt) they were originally 
made, designating.the Montgomery and 
Nashville, but these could be changed 
readily if the Fern was felt to be best 
suited for the work. The naval officials 
have felt from the first that the Mont- 
gomery and Nashville were ill-adapted 
for carrying supplies. They are es- 
sentially fighting machines, and every 
inch of available room is taken with their 
own supplies. This was so apparent 
that the plans contemplated putting the 
relief supplies on deck, covering them 
with tarpaulin, and trusting to the 
weather and a quick trip to keep the 
provisions and clothing from damage. 
The Fern, not being so essentially a 
fighting machine, but more of the type of 
a yacht for the speedy conveyance of 
naval dispatches, has considerable'more 
room for stowing supplies both balow' 
and on deck. The Cuban relief commit- 
tee counted on sending 75 tons to Key 
West, but this has now been Increased 
to 300 tons. It left New York on o.

Presented For Quick Defense, and

Congress is Prompt. 


Washington, March 7.—Chairman Can- 


non of the appropriations committee 
today introduced a bill entitled "Making 
appropriations for national defense" as 
follows: "That there is hereby appro- 
priated for national defense and for each 
and every purpose connected therewith 
*o be expended at the discretion of the 
president and to be available until Jane 
3,1S99, §50,000,000. 


It was referred to the committee oa ap- 


propriations. The fclllwas the outcome 
of a conference held at the white house 
this morning between the -President and 
Messrs. Long, Dingtey, AtKaon, Grosvenor 
and Cannon. The situation was consid- 
ered so grave that it was deemed impera- 
tive that immense appropriations of this 
character should be made at once to pre- 
pare for national'defenss. This bill will 
be pressed in house at once. 


"WlirBacJfc tlie President. 


Washington, Maroh V.—Sentiment at the 


capitol today, especially on the house 
side, was unanimous in support of the ac- 
tion of President McKinley in declining 
to recall General Lee. The gravity of the 
situation profoundly impressed the mem- 
bers. "Without regard to party lines al 
united in commending tae president' 
firm stand and the unanimous desire ex 
pressed was in support of any measures 
he may deem necessary to maintain the 
American contention. 


Representative Livingston of Georgia 


says that congress ought to b solidly be- 
hind the president now. This is no time 
for bickering. Party lines should be for- 
gotten. We are Americans first, parti- 
sans afterwards. 


It is stated on the highest authority 


that the attitude of Eeed and the Re 
publican leaders in trying to keep down 
the jingo spirit has been to prevent un- 


due alarm and to avoid hasty action 
which might make a diplomatic settle- 
ment of the controversy more difficult. 
The administration understands that the 
house is behind it, and that money and 
men will be voted without stint when 
they are called for. 
Chairman Hull of the military house 
committee moved this afternoon the pas- 
sage of the Hawley bill creating two 
additional regiments of artillery.

In h.otel corridors, at the clubs and in all 
public places it was the absorbing topic, 
and not since the Maine disaster was 
popular interest so evinced in the Span- 
ish situation. 


Arrests jji *»»,-aii!». 


Havana, March 7.—The court of in- 


quiry was not in regular session Sunday, 
but a conference was held in the morn- 
ing with Ensign Powelson, and two 
divers went over their former testimony 
with plans of the wreck and charts of. 
the Maine 'before the explosion. The 
government has finished with the serv- 
ices of the wrecking tug Right Arm, 
which will leave for the north at once. 


In addition to Henry Lafne, the Ameri- 


can correspondent, and Vincent Suarez, 
editor of The Republic, 11 others have 
been arrested, making 13 in all. Laine 
will be sent north Wednesday, It is of- 
ficially stated from American sources 
that two or more American correspon- 
dents will be required to return to the 
United States at the same time. The 
prisoners are charged with conspiracy. 
In ail 18 are implicated. Eleven, it is 
said, will be sent out of the country and 
seven to the isle of Pines. 


The executive committee of the au- 


tonomist party has issued a manifesto, 
which argues at length that a broaden- 
ing of the constitution of the colony is 
needed, and urges the adoption of such 
methods to secure peace as were agreed 
'upon at the recent meeting of the cen- 
tral committee of the party, the sub- 
stance of which has already been cabled. 
The manifesto really presents no new 
views and proposes no new solution. 


A body found Sunday has been iden- 


tified as that of Wagner, first sergeant 
of marines. With five others, it was 
sent to Ke,y West on the Bache, which 
Will return here soon to relieve the Fern. 


Violently Attacked General Lee. 


Madrid, March 7»—For several days the 


newspapers have been violently attack- 
Ing Consul General Lee. The Impartial, 
after remarking that "an American 
newspaper has insinuated that General 
Lee is a member of a syndicate desiring 
'the purchase of Cuba," says: "His ill 
will toward Spain is so marked that even 
American newspapers inimical to Spain 
are remarking it." It calls upon the 
government to demand the- replacing of 
Lee, "who, instead of tightening the 
bonds of friendship between -Spain and 
the United States, daily renders the 
Situation more threatening." It adds 
that the next session of the cortes will 
"consider Consul General Lee's con- 
duct." 


The Havana corresopndent of that 


paper says: "Among the packages of 
food sent by the Americans to Cuba the 
customs officers found watches, Jewelry 
and other contraband articles. All such 
parcels wore consigned to Consul Gen- 
eral Lee, wno-tS'Sald to nave energeti- 
cally protest«d-agalnst such contraband, 
declaring that it-was without his knowl- 
edge."

Urgent Jfee<l of Armor Claflg. 


Washington, March. 7.—-It is positively 


known that President McKinley is seri- 
ously contemplating the purchase of 
ships, for he recognizes that in armor- 
•clads the Spanish navy is superior to 
that of the United States, and the ad- 
ditions have increased the superiority 
to a point which it should be the duty of 
this government to overcome. 


While the land forces will have an im- 


portant part in any hostilities, it is on 
the navy that principal dependence will 
be placed, according to the view of the 
administration, and Secretary Long has 
had frequent consultations with the 
president on the subject of increasing 
the naval efficiency. They are consid- 
ering the advisability of arranging for 
the purchase of armorclads owned by 
or being constructed for foreign govern- 
ments. Several offers have been received 
from shipbuilders who have vessels 
which they think they can dispose of to 
the United States without serious ob- 
jections from the countries for which 
they are being built. It is reported that 
some governments have expressed a 
willingness to have the TTnite^ States 
take off their hands several formidable 
ships already completed 6r nearly ready 
for service. 


The administration wants to get hold 


of some of these vessels, but does not 
kno\v how to accomplish that end with- 
out express authority frcm congress. 
Options can be obtained, but options cost 
money, and there is no money available 
for the purpose. The required sum 
might be- taken from the naval appro- 
priations, as General Tracy did when the 
government was confronted with the 
probability of war with Chiliiduring his 
administration as secretary of the navy, 
but every cent of that^s needed to carry 
out the projects already onJiand. How 
to make such preparations as^Secretary 
Tracy made without resort to legislative 
authority is the problem the president 
and Secretary Long are trying to solve. 


Uke a Superficial Examination. 


Havana, March 7.—The- conduct of the 


Spanish divers who 'are investigating 
the wreck of the Maine-is a mystery. 
Thus far they have not been down five 
hours in ^he aggregate, and show no 
disposition to make a thorough Inquiry. 
It is impossible to learn the truth fully 
(regarding the purpose of the Spanish 
court of inquiry, but it is generally be- 
lieVted that the divers were sent down for 
form's sake only and that a report will 
be made in accordance with instructions 
from Madrid. It may be that the Span- 
ish divers-have discovered that the whole 
port side of the Maine forward Is gone 
and, having so reported, further ekam- 
ination is deemed unnecessary. The 
work of our own divers henceforward is 
bound to be slow, owing to the ponder- 
ous weights to be moved and the safety 
clamps, nuts and rivets to be cut.

"Heroes Who Fight Tires" is the title

It I« Sufficient to Disperse Zlao fcatl Would 


Vaporize a Hraitn Body—General M«r- 
rltt—Development of Electric Railroad*. 
Transatlantic Navigation. 


NEW YORK. March 7.—[Special.]—In 


discussing somo of the recent dispatches 
concerning the Maine disaster an expert 
employed by one of the high explosive 
companies having headquarters In this 
city said this morning: 


"I see it is feared that'soroo of tho dead 


were blown to places, -which would acuouat 
for the failure to find their bodies where 
expected.' If a theory I have long beld be 
true, not a few of the poor follows suffered 
n more absolute wiping out than being 
blown to pieces, especially if the destruc- 
tion of the ship were caused by dynamite, 
gun cotton or nitroglyoorln. The heat de- 
veloped by the setting off of any of these 
compounds is of enormous intensity, somo 
authorities putting it at 3,500 decrees F. 
and others as high ns 4,000 degrees. I 
must confess that I do not know hqw 
nearly correct theao estimates nre, but I do 
know that exploding dynamite develops 
a bent that will vaporize zinc. I need not 
enlarge upon this fact to explain my no- 
tion as to what happened to the bodies 
of the men who were nearest to the explo- 
sion in the Maine. A dogreo of heat that 
would decompose zino would certainly 
vnporiza the human body almost instan- 
taneously, and the recurring reports of the 
complete disappearance of victims oil nitro- 
glycerin explosions in tho oil regions 
quite bear ont my idea. Death was most 
merciful to those nexfe the explosion, how- 
ever, fcinco thoy could not have been con- 
scious of their fate even for a single in- 
stant." 


General Merritt. 


General Wesley Merritt, who has recent- 


ly made a trip through the south, during 
which ho visited all the points where troops 
would be concentrated in case it were nec- 
essary to mass them in the southeast, is 
one of the few officers remaining in active 
service who did actual fighting during the 
civil war. 


He has been a soldier for almost 40 


years, having graduated from West Point 
in 1800, just in time to be all ready for the 
work that was out out for bravo men when 
the first gun was fired on Sumtor. From 
start to finish of the civil war he was a 
thoroughly efficient fighter. He distin- 
guished himself at Gettysburg, in the 
Shenamlonh valley campaign, before Pe- 
tersburg, at Five Forks and elsewhere, and 
was in afc the death at Appomattos. When 
the war closed, he had received six brevets, 
one for general campaign work and five 
for gallant conduct in specific battles. 


In 1886 he began to fight Indians, and 


•his services against the redskins were for 
years only less valuable than those of such 
distinguished officers as Crook and Miles. 
Merritt's greatest feat in the west was per- 
formed just after the Ouster massacre, 
when, afe the head of 400 troopers, ho rode 
85 miles in 31 hours, intercepted 800 Chsy- 
ennes who were on the warpath, trying to 
join Sitting Bull, and drove them back to 
their reservation. He will not be retired 
till 1900. He is a popular man as well as 
a good soldier. 


Electric Road Development. 


*" The recently published news that con- 
tracts for a very esteusive electric railroad 
installation in and about the big English 
city of Bradford has been given to Amer- 
ica brings to mind the enormously rapid 
development of electricity in this country 
and the fact- that while our navy may not 
be all we conld wish there are some things 
in which we lead the world. 


Perhaps you may have lost sight of it, 


but nine years ago there were no success- 
ful electric railroads in tho "United States. 
Men have a habit of forgetting such things. 
Kot one in ten of the trolley magnates of 
today probably remembers/that the trolley 
was first made to "go" in Richmond, and 
that ib was the persistence of Maurice 
Flynn, combined with the ingenuity of 
Frank J. Sprague, which accomplished 
the task that had been tried and found im- 
possible elsewhere. 
Flynn's political ca- 


reer in New York had been of such a na- 
,tnre as to cause the frequent publication 
of his name in all parts of the country, 
and there was a time when he aspired to 
prominence ia national public life. 


Things happened, howevei, whioh de- 


stroyed all his public ambitions, and ha 
turned to electric railroading. For months 
he and Sprague worked to perfect tho 
Richmond installation as neither had over- 
worked before. They did everything in 
experimental fashion, for failure had been 
the lot of all who had entered tho field be- 
fore them, and thoy had to do many things 
over and over again, because experiment 
was constantly showing that they were 
also on the highroad to failure. 


At last, however, late in 1889, having 


spent many more thousands of dollars 
than they meant to, they had all tbo wires 
strung, steam was up, a car stood on the 
track, and the man in charge of the big 
engine in the power house was ready to 
open the throttle. The power house and 
the car were surrounded by a curious, ex- 
cited throng, Flynn and Sprague being of 
the number and by all odds more excited 
than any ono else. One of them gave the 
word to start the engine, the dynamos be- 
gan to drone, the motormaa turned on tbo 
current, and the oat moved! It is true 
that everything practically collapsed a lit- 
tle later in the day and that it was many 
hours before the car completed its first 
trip, but all the difficulties arose from 
preventable causes, and the success of the 
electrio railroad began on that day in Eioh- 
mond. 


Those who know say that it will not be 


many years before the amount invested in 
eleotrio railroads in this country will ag- 
gregate $1,000,000,000. Tbe aggregate was 
more than $500,000,000 three years ago, 
and this will surely be doubled before the 
beginning of the nezt century. 


Profits and Cost ci Ocean Navigation. 
Some New Yorkers who think 10 per 


lout low enough profit in business arc sur- 
prised at the glee shown by the stockhold- 
ers in uneof the great transatlantic steam- 
ship companies because it has jnpl paid an 
annual dividend of 6 per cent. The amount 
of money spent here annually by these 
companies and tho hundreds of tramp 
ships that visit this port is still more sur- 
prising.

8f H certain lino, the aggregate cannot 
be much less than 960,000,000 a year, and 
he basos this estimate on tho face tbnt the 
single lino he represents paid out nearly 
one twenty-fifth as much last year. To bo 
reasonably oxaot, the expenditures of this 
line between JSL. ], 1807, and Jan. 1, 
1898, in New York were in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,900,000.

Antiquity of the Sir Koger de Coverley and 


the Skirt E*,nce. 


An old gentleman of my acquaintance 


told me oncothat he still danoes''Sir Rog- 
er de Coverley." "I enjoy that dance with 
ail the nerve* sinew and muscle left to me 
at the age of 70," he said, "if only in hon- 
or of its time honored tune." 


Did you know that this supposed "time 


honored" dance has no real antiquity to 
recommend it, since, although it was not 
"made in Germany," it really belongs to 
a period when most English customs be- 
came modernized with the advent of Dutch 
William. ' 


That worthy but fictitious 'knight, Sir 


Roger de Coverley, was simply a creation 
of Addison's, who first introduced him in 
The Spectator of March a, 1711, with the 
remark that bis great-grandfather was the 
inventor of that famous country dance 
which is called after him, which humorous 
assertion doubtless many years subsequent- 
ly gave rise to the well known tune, but 
country dances, pure and simple, were 
fashionable at the court of King Charles 
II, were of French origin and replaced the 
old English jig, also derived from the tune, 
and which is mentioned by Shakespeare 
(Hamlet addressing Ophelia, act 8, scene 
1)."Country" dance is merely a corruption 
of the Frerich "centre," because tne danc- 
ers faced each other. 


Sir Roger is adduced by Addison as typ- 


ical of a country squire of the reign of 
Queen Anne. 


In the original dance the first lady and 


bottom gentleman had to kiss each other 
when they met in the center, and so on, 
throughout the performance. 


What is much more interesting on the 


score of antiquity is tho modern "skirt 
danoe," which can be traced aim' -i to 
prehistoric times. 
An Anglo-Sasu 
iJy 


may be seen in tho act of perfori- ..;g a 
veritable skirt dance to the music ot ;\ lyre 
and finte in one of tho contemporary il- 
luminations at the British museum. She 
is the object of much admiration to the 
spectators. 


The oldest and most stately dances of 


England were thoso of the court of Queen 
Elizabeth—the "Corantos," the "Gal- 
liards" and ths very ancient "Pavin," 
while the "Lavolta" answered to our old 
fashioned slow time waltz. 


The cotillon, by the way, simply means 


the under petticoat, as its name implies. 
It was so termed from the necessary ox- 
posnre of those garments by ladies when 
holding up their gowns.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

Chinamen, one Swede and one of the 
Isle of Man. The disposition of the cases 
were as follows:

The police recovered property to the 
amount of f360.75, lost property found 
$305 and value of goods found §129.10.

AN ECCENTEIC ACTOR 


THE CAREER OF GEORGE JONES, BET- 


TER KNOWN AS "COUNT JOANNES." 


-A lawyer, lecturer, Writer and Histrionic 


Star—For Many Years the Butt For Klil- 
loule—His Suit Against Sotheru—Died at 
iLast In Poverty. 


One of the eccantrio characters of old 


New York, a familiar figure to itB citizens 
during most of tho interval between the 
early thirties and his death in December, 
1S79, 
was George Jones, or, as he styled 


himself, "Count Joannes." He was one 
of those persons occasionally met with 
now as thon whose idiosyncrasies marked 
him out for almost constant public atten- 
tion and ridicule. To the attention he was 
by no means averse, but he was an in- 
tensely solonin individual when consider- 
ing himself, and there is no doubt that ha 
often suffered keenly from being made the 
general butt for Jfew Yorkers' amusement. 
It became the fashion when he appeared 
ou the stage in his later years for audi- 
ences to hoot, howl, jeer and almost mob 
the poor old "count," in their ferocity of 
ridioulo. He usually bore it all with much 
courage, exhibiting oonoern more for tho 
supporting members of bis company than 
for himself, fearing lest they should be in- 
volved in his own disaster. Unquestion- 
ably the public had some excuse, too, for 
its behavior. The "count" grew to be a 
very bad actor as he advanced in years, 
and his pursonal appearance was grotesque 
in the extreme. He was tall and large, 
with a scholarly stoop. His face was long 
and showed the traces of age, though he 
always dyed his heavy mustache. 


He wore a wig which fitted execrably. 


Tho elder Sothern said of it that "you 
could put two fingers between it and his 
head and twist it all around." One look 
was carefully arranged to fall upon hia 
forehead and the hair at the back hung 
down to his coat collar. He was anything 
but neat in his ordinary dress. A heavy 
felt hat and clothes of black broadcloth, 
decidedly shiny, were his usual oosbume. 
For a necktio he wore a red ribbon with 
his "order" of nobility attached to it. His 
aged black kid gloves were carried in one 
hand, and the other was thrust melodra- 
matically into the bosom cf his coat. His 
attitudes were always studied and tragic, 
and lie resented the least attempt to trifle 
with his dignity. 


The "count's" career was a remarkably 


varied one. He was of Welsh descent and 
was born in England in 1810. He is said 
to have begun his stage life in that coun- 
try, butNhis experience there must have 
been short, for he was playing in America 
in 1831. He had secondary parts In vari- 
ous plays, most of them Shakespearean 
tragedies, and his reputation as an actor 
at that time was creditable. An incident 
which happened one New Year's night at 
about this period proves that the "count," 
or Jones, had a good share of courage. He 
was playing at the Bowery theater In 
"Richard III" with the elder Booth. 
Booth was the king and Jones had the 
part of Bichmond. Booth had been drink- 
Ing heavily, and as the play proceeded 
fancied that he was the actual King Kich- 
ard. Under this delusion he camo upon 
the stage in the last act in a frenzy and 
mado desperate efforts to kill Richmond 
in fight. TTones saw the condition of af- 
fairs, met Booth coolly and by his excel- 
lent swordsmanship succeeded in disarm- 
ing him and bringing him to the ground. 
The public applauded wildly, not compre- 
hending tho situation, but knowing that 
they were witnessing a splendid contest. 


While at tbs Bowery theater Jones mar- 


ried Melinda Topping, the daughter of a 
New York builder. She was an actress of 
some ability and played many engage- 
ments in this city and through the coun- 
try. 
She afterward separated from Jones 


and took their two daughters, Avonia and 
Caroline, to live with her. Avonia became 
herself an actress, and on one occasion re- 
fused to support her father in a play in 
which he requested her to take a part. 


In 1841 Jones left the stage and went to 


England, where he delivered a series of 
lectures on the Bible. He subsequently 
traveled about Europe, and it was in Ger- 
many, according to his story, that the title 
''count" was conferred upon him for his 
literary achievements. 
This was never 


proved, and few believed him. He wrote 
several books on historical subjects at 
about this time. 


JJpon his return to America began an- 


other phase of Count Joannas' career— 
his legal aspirations. He was admitted to 
the bar in Boston, and, coming from there 
hore, was admitted to the New York bar 
in 1860. He became a constant attendant 
at the courts, frequently for the purpose of 
bringing suits for libel. In these actions 
he was generally his own client. Some- 
times his grievance was that an aspersion 
had been cast upon his title. But his most 
famous suit was that against'' Dundreary'' 
Sothern, for caricaturing him, as he com- 
plained,* in the play of "The Crushed 
Tragedian." This suib occupied the court 
for a few days, during which the specta- 
tors extracted infinite amusement from 
the proceedings, but the judge decided 
that no injunction could be served upon 
Sothern to prevent him from continuing 
the play. Sothern declared that ho had not 
the slightest intention of caricaturing the 
count and that he scarcely knew him. 


After some years' absence from the stage 


be appeared in April, 1876, at tho New 
York Academy of Music as Hamlet. He 
wore black cotton gloves and a shaky little 
coronet and with his old wrinkled face and 
dyed mustache presented a ludicrous yet 
pathetic spectacle. Ho met storms of ridi- 
cule from the audience, which had assem- 
bled solely for that purpose. He played oc- 
casionally thereafter, but kept sinking con- 
stantly lower and finally died in poverty 
at the West Side hotel on Deo. 30, 1879. 
His funeral was on Jan. 6, 1880, at "The 
Little Church Around the Corner," and 
his body was laid in Maple Grovo ceme- 
tery, the authorities of which offered a ploS 
[or tbo burial.—New York Tribune.

To squilgee prints to a ferrotype plate 


in order to make a gloss finish have tho 
plate perfectly clean and free from grease. 
It is better to wash it/wiSh soap and warm 
water each time it is used. Turn a little 
benzine on the surface of the piateand rub 
it thoroughly with a soft cloth, repeating 
the operation if the plate looks streaked. 
Lettrold water run ove* the surface of the 
plate, and then lay the wet prints face 
down upon ft and roll them down with a 
rubber rollcar until all moisture has been 
forced out. 
A piece of blotter should be 


placed over the picture to absorb the wa- 
ter. 
Before the prints are toned they can 


be trimmed, and before they aro removed 
fr.om the plate a coat of thin paste can be 
applied to the back, and they can be taken 
from the plate ?nd mounted at once. If 
they ara mounted dry, a thin coat of paste 
Bhould be applied to the back of the pic- 
ture, but if they are to be burnished after 
mounting they may be damp when 
mounted.—Harper's Eound Table.

Bradstreet's and Dun's reports for the 


1 week past are a unit in saying that the 


general condition of business throughout 
the country is splendid and all signs point 
to an unprecedented volume of trade 
during the present year.

gratified By the calmness and justice 
shown in an emergency. While it looks 
for peace, it knows that its sources of 
prosperity are beyond 'jhe reach of any 
possible attack. In grain, cotton, meat 
products and petroleum markets have been 
stronger with a gradual increase in the 
demand for all manufactured products. 


The best evidence of general iraprove- 


, ment is the fact that bank clearances for 


the past week have been over a fourth 
more than in 1892, and a half more than 
in 1897. Railroad earnings continue, also, 
to increase. Despite a great reduction in 
rates, they are 3.8 percent, more than in 
1892, which was one of the best business 
years in the histpry of the country. In 


i iron, the production continues the largest 


• ever known. The supply of finished iron 


products ia sold far ahead and some 
works are embarrassed by their inability 
to fill orders. 


The moderate concessions made by boot 


, and shoe manufacturers, less than 2 per 


cent., were principally for short or thirty 
day payments. Orders in this line are far 
ahead of &ny previous yesr. In cotton 
mills, the strike is waning. It does not 
spread, bat rather helps to a slightly bet- 
ter demand in some lines of goods.

Suicide Amonc the Germans. 


Another .social phenomenon has been 


laid at the door of the Teutonic race of 
northern Europe, ono which even more 
than divorce is directly the concomitant 
of modern intellectual and economic prog- 
ress. We refer to suicide. Morselli devotes 
a chapter of his interesting treatise upon 
this subject to proving that "the purer tho 
German race—that is to say, the stronger 
the Germanism (e. g., Teutonism) of a 
country—the more it reveals in its psych- 
ical character an extraordinary propensity 
to self destruction."

These conclusions ho 


draws from detailed comparison of the 
distribution of suicide in the various coun- 
tries of western Europe, and it must be 
confessed that he has collected data for a 
very plausible case. There can be no doubt 
that in Germany the phenomenon culmi- 
nates in frequency for all Euiope, and that 
it tends to disappear in almost direct pro- 
portion to tho attenuation of tho Teutonic 
racial characteristics elsewhere.—William 
Z. Ripley in Popular Science Monthly.

\Veyler Was Recalled on McEInley'a Sug- 


gest Ion, and HU Fartlian* Seek to Dis- 
credit Blanco and Get Even With tho 
Hated Americans. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
7.—[Special.]— 


Threo weoks have passed since the battle- 
ship Mnlno was destroyed In Havana har- 
bor, and still wo do not know by what 
moans, whether by accident or crime. But 
it is true that almost every naval expert 
in Washington is convinced the noble ship 
did not meet her fate through internal 
agencies nnd that she was sent to wreck 
aud ruin by tho hand of a Spanish crimi- 
nal. 
It must be remembered that till the 


report of the court of Inquiry ia made our 
government can tnke no attitude concern- 
ing the cause. It can do nothing but wait 
for tho facts. 
It must bo governed by the 


verdict of the court. But I will give a 
conversation which I have bad with a well 
known naval officer, a man of high char- 
acter and fine judgment as well as of groat 
experience. Naturally ho cannot permit 
the use of his lAjae, as all naval officers 
are now forbidden to talk about this mat- 
ter for publication. 


"I not only believe the Maine was blown 


up by criminals," this officer said, "but I 
beliuvo I know the precise method adopted 
in. executing tho hellish work. I may be 
mistaken, but I find that my belief is that 
of most of the navnl experts and men of 
experience with whom I havo talked. 
First, let it be remembered that when Gen- 
eral Weyler was in command at Havana he 
feared tho city might bo attacked by the 
United States. So he urged his govern- 
ment to plant a few modern guns in the 
old forts which command the entrance to 
the harbor. 
After these guns were placed 


Wcyler discovered that there waa another 
danger. This was that the naval vessels 
of tho United States might come into the 
harbor in time of peace and after they 
were there, by virtue of some change in 
the diplomatic situation, receive orciora 
from their government to make certain 
demands upon the city. 
\Vayler saw that 


in such case the ships of the United States 
would have Havana at their moroy. The 
new guns protected the city only while the 
ships of the enemy were trying to get into 
the harbor and could not reach them after 
they were once in. 


Weyler'a Mines. 


"What is more natural," continued this 


officer, "than that Weyler should then con- 
clude to arrange defenses fcr the city 
which should place within his power any 
foreign vessel anchored in tho harbor? In 
no other way could ho do this BO easily as 
by planting gun cotton or other high er- 
plosive torpedoes or mines at the point 
where ships anchor. I am r.ware that Gen- 
eral Weyler has solemnly donisd that ha 
ever did plant mines in the harbor, but 
naval officers in the United States are not 
inclined to accept Weyler's evidence unless 
it is supported by ample confirmation. In 
this case there is no such confirmation, and 
until the report of our court of inquiry 
demonstrates to the contrary I, for one, 
shall continue to believe that Weyler did, 
sow dynamite at the bottom of Havana 
bay. 


"D6 not forget that the Maine was an- 


chored, or, rather, moored, at the spot se- 
lected by the harbor master. That harbor 
master was appointed by Weyler, and be is 
a rabid Weyler.adherent. You must know 
that throughout the official and military 
circles of Havana a strong Woyler clique 
still exists. They do not like Blanco, and 
fhey would like to drive him out of Cuba. 
They want Weyler back, and Weyler would 
like" nothing better than to return. That 
is the vindication he craves. If there were 
torpedoes in the harbor, they had &hore 
connections by means of wirea. The Wey- 
ler officers knew where those wires w*re 
and how the mines conld beflred by touch- 
ing tho fatnl button. Some of tl)e*o offi- 
cers, without doubt, had access to the place 
where tis electrical o<<Kn«st;ons were kept. 
For these reaeocs I bsJltvo tbs Wcylcritss, 
who hato the XhiKeS Staf«f., Y/fco want 
trouble, who vfcnld lore isot-iing batter 
than to bring on a war, waiwd tiU tho 
Maine was swung just over a Cwrjedo and 
tben touched the button. 
i 


"In this connection," continued the of- ' 


fleer, "I am able to give you a diplomatic 
secret. I cannot tell jou how it catue into 
my possession, but I know what I nni 
talking about. General Weylsr was recall- 
ed from command of Cuba because the 
United States demanded it. This fact hcs 
been hinted at in the press before, bat it 
has never been confirmed. I am able to 
say with the utmost positiveness that 
among the suggestions made by Provident 
McKinley to tho Madrid government last 
fall was one to the effect teat Weyler 
should bo relieved of his post in Cuba. 
Tenderly as the suggestion was made its 
significance conld not be mistaken by the 
authorities at Madrid, and they very 
promptly called Weyler home. 


Weyler's Defiance. 


"It will be remembered, that; after his 


return to Spain, or -perhaps bsforo be left 
Cuba, Weyler publicly asserted that he had 
been recalled ac the request of McKinley. 
For this remark tho Spanish government 
sought to discipline him. It made a pre- 
tense of prosecuting him, which was just 
what Woyler wanted, fis knew tho gov- 
ernment would not daro make a martyr of 
him. Spain, you must know, like France 
and Germany, is ruled by the army. 
Tho 


army is the real power behind the govern- 
ment. 
Ivo ministry would daro adopt a 


policy in any one of these countries which 
the army radically opposed. 
Our Euro- 


pean friends, in building up their great 
armies for national defense, have created 
tyrants to rule over them, to dictate their 
national policies, to awe their cabinets and 
nominal sovereigns. 


"Weyler's statement that ho had been 


sacrificed to McKinley was true. Here ia 
the undoubted clew to the hate which Wey- 
ler and all, his favorites, all tho retainers 
who wore able to grow rich while he wns 
at thohpad of affairs in Cubn, bear toward 
the United States. Hero wo flnd ample ex- 
plantation of the plot to blow up the Maine. 
It wns a Weyler conspiracy of revenge upon 
the United States and of desire to discredit 
Blanco and Btir up so much trouble that 
he and autonomy would have to be aban- 
doned. 
If tho court of inquiry should, 


prove that Weylerism destroyed the Maine, 
what-then? The president must answer 
that question. All I CUD say is thnt the 
unvy is to a nmu willing to trust tho whole 
affair tc his hands, and if he gives the 
word for action a happier lot of men than 
those who man our ships you could not 
flnd in all the world."

[HE FINING DISPUTE, 


Bay State Arbitrators Undertake to 


Bettle It, 


Kay Have a Tendency to Cause 


a Resumption of Work. 


IIssatisfaction With the Attitude of the Feder- 


ation of Labor. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 7.—Not- 


withstanding that Secretary Ross of the 
spinners has introduced a bill in the 
legislature for the abolition of the fining 
system in factories, to President Cun- 
nane of the weavers was delegated Sun- 
day by the conference committee the 
difficult task of preparing a practicable 
proposition 
on the vexed 
problem. 


He Was authorized to submit it to the 
arbitrators during their stay here today, 
and if the plan meets with the approval 
of the state board, the manufacturers 
•will be asked to pass upon It: 


Up to the present time the strikers 


have held together with unusual har- 
mony, but now this one point threatens 
Slsruptlon. Twice, at the urging of those 
unions whose members are not ag- 
grieved by fines, the weavers have been 
begged to abandon their cherished con- 
tention, but each time have refused. 
Now, the other unions have decided to 
tolerate such an attitude no longer. 
They feel that the weavers and their 
fining Issue are a good deal like the 
proverbial millstone about their necks, 
and they are preparing to cut it adrift. 
Said a. prominent official of the Loom 
Fixers' union: "If they don't get that 
Issue out of the way, either by their con- 
ference with the manufacturers or by 
dropping It, we will go ahead without 
them and try to get a compromise on 
the wage question, which Is all we are 
striking for." 


The strikers are as devoid of funds as 


ever, with the single exception of the 
spinners, u'ho have so far been support- 
ed by the national organization. The 
result of the visit of President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor is 
disappointing to the strikers. They had 
been led to believe that there was a pros- 
pect, through Goinpers, of securing in- 
creased financial assistance, the means 
to be a general levy of the organization 
which he represents. The result was a. 
promise of the same old moral support 
•which the strikers have been receiving 
from time u> time, and which, as they 
have repeatedly stated, does not fill their 
empty stomachs. Gompers claimed that 
96 percent of the support the strikers 
were receiving came from the organiza- 
tions allied with the Federation of Labor, 
but he could not guarantee any increase. 
It may have done Gompers good to haul 
his socialist enemy, DeLeon, over the 
coals, but the strikers wanted a promise 
of more assistance from him. That they 
did not get. 


President William Cunnane of the 


Weavers' union says: j'The Inference 
drawn from Mr. Gompirs' remarks Is 
that the socialists have given nothing 
and that organizations affiliated with 
the federation had given all. In this 
he is wrong, and If he could see some 
of the letters which I have received 
from secretaries of his own organiza- 
tions they would make his hair stand 
on end, if he really believes what he says. 
The majority of the secretaries of the 
American Federation of Labor who have 
forwarded money to me are socialists, 
and I believe the contributions are the 
result of socialistic effort." 


But, while federation and socialists are 


squabbling about what they have done 
for the strikers, the average striker looks 
on, disgusted and disneartened at the 
smallness of the result, which ever It 
was, and sighs for the end of the strike. 
The soup houses, nine of them now, still 
flourish through the generosity of a 
philanthropic public and hundreds of 
gallons of savory food are ladled out 
daily to the thousands of needy strikers. 
The rush at the poor department office 
Is unabated, despite the fact that every 
applicant last week was forced to 
submit to the ordeal of vaccination, on 
account cf the existence of a. case of 
email-pox at the south end. 


The collections for the strike fund last 


week were $2614.88, a falling off of $162.58 
from the previous week. 


Blddeford Strike Ended. 


Biddeford, Me., March 7.—The strik- 


ing operatives of the Pepperell and La- 
conia cotton mills, who went out on 
strike seven weeks ago In resistance to 
a 10 percent cut In wages, voted Satur- 
day afternoon to return to work this 
morning. 
A committee 
representing 


three branches of the textile industry 
called on Robert McArthur, agent of 
the two corporations, to discuss the sit- 
uation. 
He informed the committee 


that he could make no promises other 
than to assure them that the Pepperell 
and Laconia would not be the last of 
the New England mills to restore the 
old wages when the cotton market im- 
proves. 
The report was accepted at a 


meeting of the strikers, who considered 
the outlook for success dubious and de- 
cided to terminate the battle. 


The mills started with nearly a full 


complement of help. For nearly a week 
the operatives had been wavering, and 
many were in favor of going back to 
work. A leader said last night that one 
reason why the voice of the operatives 
(.t mass meetings had been different from 
the expression of desire to go to work on 
any terms frequently heard on the street 
was that at meetings many operatives 
.were afraid to say they wanted to go to 
work for fear that they would be called 
•cabs.

It was three days before a ima or any 
importance was made, and then, iu tho 
basin at the foot of a waterfall about 
ten foot high, tbe party working' tho 
oreek took out five pounds of nuggets |iu 
half a day. At tbe bottom of this bnsiu, 
•whioh wa& not over three feet deep, they 
also found a skeleton of a man—a vic- 
tim of one of the previous expeditions. 
Here and there a stiay nugget was pick- 
ed out of the stream as tho searchers fol- 
lowed it up and down, but no more rich 
finds were made. Iu the four weeks we 
•were encamped in tbe basin we gather- 
ed eigbt pounds of nuggets and nothing 
Was left Behind. 


There were three of us in tbe party 


searching for tbe cave, and for tbe first 
•week wo kept together on account of the 
ludians. Wo divided the basin into dis- 
tricts and went carefully over each, but 
met with uo luck. 
After the first week 


wo separated, and each man searched aa 
his judgment dictated. By the end of 
tbe second week, however, we had made 
certain there was no cave in, any of tho 
cliffs or canyons in or about tbe basin. 
There were evidences of several land- 
slides, arid we bad about come to tbe 
conclusion that one of those bad covered 
the mouth of the cave when adventure 
disqovered it and accident lost it to us 
and to all others forever. 


As the three of us started out on a cer- 


tain morning I crossed tbe basin to ex- 
plore tho country to tbe north. I was a 
mile and a half from camp, and at'tho 
mouth of a narrow gorge, up which I 
was peering, when an Indian arrow 
whizzed past my face and struck a great 
rock and fell at my feet. 
Before I had 


recovered my wits a second arrow grazed 
my shoulder and as ic struck the rock I 
started up the gorge for shelter. Along 
the right hand side was a narrow shelf 
and as I hugged the bank for shelter I 
ascended this shelf and soon found my- 
self 80 feet above the bottom of the 
gorge and at the entrance of a oave. As 
the yells of the Indians proved that they 
were in pursuit, I entered the cave sim- 
ply with the idea of securing shelter. If 
the Indians knew of it, orse of their 
number did a very foolish thiong. He 
carne bouading along in ray tracks with 
a tomahawk inhJs hand, and I fired and 
rolled him into the gorge jus* as he had 
got a glimpse of the mouth of tbe cave. 
That settled direct pursuit, but the In- 
dians bad me perused up and knew it. 
At least two of them came up the gorge, 
and, climbing up behind • the rooks on 
the left hand bank, they fired upon me 
with arrows until I was driven into the 
oave for shelter. It was then that I set 
fire to a heap of leaves and dead branch- 
es, which I kicked together, and saw 


If you have an atlas handy, you will 


see that the Sail Jose river, New Mex- 
ico, rises to the west of tho Sierra Madro 
mountains and cuts through tho rugged 
range to join the Bio Grande 100 miles 
away. The San Jose valley lies on ei- 
ther side of the stream for a distance of 
50 miles, and is from one to'20 miles 
wide. To the north of the valley lie the 
San Juan mountains, which are part 
and portion of the Sierra Madre. At 
Jornez, which is the only settlement for 
50 miles in any direction, and which of 
itself is only a hamlet, you will find a 
dozen people who can relate the story of 
"The Ton of Gold." 


Away back in the fifties three Mexi- 


can prospectors and miners loft Santa 
Fe, whioh was then little more than a 
trading post, and penetrated into the San 
Juan mountains. The Indians were bos- 
tile and watchful, bears and mountain 
lions ready to attack them at every turn, 
and for several months the men were in 
hourly peril of their lives. In the fast- 
nesses of the mountains they discovered 
a cave, and the stories told about this 
cave have sent at least a score of Ameri- 
cans to their death. Only one of the 
three miners returned to Santa Fe. In 
the year 18G9 
an American named Cnsh- 


man, who had been stopping at Jemez for 
some time and who heard the stories and 
sifted them, entered the mountains in 
company with two other -Americans 
whose names I do not recall. They were 
well armed and equipped, and had plan- 
ned for a thorough search. A hundred 
different people knew of their setting 
out, for they made no secret of tbe ex- 
pedition. A mouth, after they entered 
tbe mountains they were seen at a dis- 
tance by some hunters, but they never 
returned. When a year had passed away, 
it came to be believed that they had 
fallen victims to the Indians, and as far 
as I know no search was made for them. 
From 1869 to 1875 no expedition started i the sights whioh had met the eyes of the 
out.

has become legendary and was told with 
a heap of bones and there was the ton of 
gold. 


In my amazement and exultation I 


forgot the Indians outside for a long 
quarter of an hour. Iti that heap of gold 
•were nuggets hardly bigger than a bean, 
and there were others larger than my 
fist. It bad taken two or three men 
months or years "to gather that heap 
from the creek, and they had not taken 
away a.singlejanggei;. Death had come 
to tbem,T:ow 1 cannot say, with riches 
within arm's length. 


I took from the heap an almost solid 


mass of gold weighing 70 ounces, and 
after a brief look around on reaching 
the mouth of the cave I started down 
the ledge or shelf oa a run. The finding 
of that great heap of wealth had made 
me reckless, and my sole aim was to 
reach camp and break the news. I was 
fired upon as I ran, but not pursued. I 
think that three or four of the Indians 
had worked up the mountain above the 
mouth of the care, with intent to pre- 
cipitate a landslide and immure me, but 
they could not have had time to accom- 
plish anything when from other causes 
a slide occurred. It began away up the 
mountain side and took in a space about 
200 feet wide. Trees, bushes, bowldn-s 
and dirt went sliding down with a roar- 
ing and a crashing, and mayhap the In- 
dians were caught with it. At any rate, 
when 
J> reported at camp and returned 


with four of our pasty we heard nothing 
from redskins. I had ran up a narrow 
gorge. There wag no gorge now. 
Tens 


of thousands of tons of debris had come 
down to fill-up tbe g<wge to a level, and 
to get at thfl month of that cave one 
would have had to get through 100 feet 
of the fill. Man had gathered the treas- 
ure from nature and baok to nature it 
went for safe keeping. 
Some day men 


may go there with machinery and find 
a way to remove tho obstruction, but 
the ton of gold is safe from the inner 
with his pick and shovel. 
We did not 


make a bad thing of our enterprise by 
any means, but we just missed Baking 
buoh a good thing of it that none of the 
party oould ever feel quite consoled.

so many variations that one found it 
hard to arrive at the truth. 


It was in June, 1875, that Major 


Jack Williams, who had been serving 
with the cavalry in the Indian cam- 
paigns for years, resigned his commis- 
sion and organized what was known as 
"the Williams expedition," with head- 
quarters at Jemez. There wer.e ten men 
in^the expedition, and each furnished 
his own outfit and ormH-ibnteci $50 to 
the general purse. W.e were to share 
alike in whatever was found. 
Each 


man provided himself with a Winchester i 
rifle and 200 pounds of cartridges, blan- I 
kets, etc. We took with us five mule?, 
which were loaded with provisions, and 
it was agreed that the search should 
continue until six men out of the ten ' 
voted to abandon it. We were strong 
enough to take care of ourselves against , 
the Indians, and at least half of the 
party were veteran prospectors and ' 
miners. Every one who had talked with 
the Mexican who came out with the 
gold had been questioned over and over 
again, and with us was the man who 
had accompanied the Payne expedition 
and returned with his chief. If we failed 
to find the stream and the oave and 
bring out thfl gold, then no other band 
of men need try. 
, 


Had- the Indians who made their 


home in the foothills and the fastnesses 
of the mountains been at peace with ' 
mankind the natural difficulties which , 
beset us would have been hard enough j 
to overcome, but we were beset by the 
hosfciles almost from the outset. They 
were the remnant of a band of renegade 
Apaches who had never made peace 
and could never be induced to, and 
they were firm in their determina- 
tion to keep both Americans and Mexi- 
cans out of the San Juan mountains. 
The range was their home and their 
stronghold and they also knew of the 
gold and gathered more or less of it. On 
the second day out of Jemez, before we 
were fairly in the mountains, we were 
suddenly attacked by about 50 Indians, 
armed with bows and arrows. 


Fortunately we were not taken entire- 


ly by surprise and had a strong position, 
and after a fight of two hours, during 
whioh we killed and wounded nine or 
ten of them, they drew off and let us 
pass on. From all accounts tbe expedi- 
tion which had preceded us had entered 
the range of mountains from the south, 
traveled a distance of 50 or 60 miles 
right into the heart of the great hills 
and had found the creek in a particu- 
larly wild and rugged section. 
But for 


the pack animals we could of coursa 
have got along much faster, but it had 
been determined that they should ac- 
company us, and in aiding them along 
our progress sometimes did not exceed 
five miles per day. 
did not attack in 
parties of two or three constantly har- 
assed us, and at the end of the fifth day 
wo had two men wounded by their ar- 
rows and one of the mulos killed out- 
right. 
In return we had killed 


wounded four or five more Indians. 


We were 13 days penotrafeg to tho 


spot which, all agreed answered in a 
general way to tho description of the lo- 
cality where the gold had been found. 
It was a sink, or basin, in tbe heart of 
tho range, which might have been tho 
crater of a volcano hundreds of years 
ago. 
It was a spot cut up with deep, 


dark canyons, with immense bowlders 
Btrewn about, and through the center of 
it, running east and west, was a small 
ircak. Here and there one could easily 
(jet down to the water, but in other 
places it flowed through rocky canyons, 
with banks rising up like walls to a 
height of 200 faet. The basin was about 
half a milo square, and in the center of 
it was a level spot about an acre in ox- 
tent, on which we made our camp. 
To 


find tho cave, if cave there was, we must 
make a systematic search of tho entire 
basin. As soon as camp had been mada 
our force was divided—a part to search 
for tbo cave of gold and a part to pros- 
pect tho mountain stream for nuggets.

Many men have essayed to fill the 


place left vacant by Macalester's retire- 
ment, but no one seemed to be able to 
fill the position until recently. 
Lately 


there has swept across the pigeon shoot- 
ing firmament with the speed of the 
swiftest of low drivers a man whom 
many consider as a fit successor to Mac- 
alester. This is George S. McAlpin, who 
last year came second to Robert A. 
Welch at the amateur championship 
contest and would probably have been 
first but for the unfortunate fact that 
he lost his temper over a trifle the first 
day and thus spoiled his shooting. 


At the contest for the amateur cham- 


pionship held on the 22d and 23d of last 
month at the grounds of the Carteret 
Gun club, T. D. Hooper won the title, 
with a score of 88. The competition was 
the keenest since the event became a 
fixture. McAlpin again finished in sec- 
ond place, a single point behind. "Bob" 
Welch, last year's champion, was third 
with S6. "Before the last round McAlpin 
and Welch, who were tied for second 
place, agreed to divide second and third 
moneys. 
MqAlpin killed his bird, but 


Welch failed to down his flier within 
the boundary. 


McAlpin is the only amateur now 


shooting at 32 yards and has never 
been beaten in a match, though he has 
been up against some of the hardest 
men to defeat in this country. 


His expertness is all the more won- 


derful owing to the fact that until only 
a little over two years ago he had nev- 
er shot at live pigeons, all his shooting 
at his home in Georgia being done at 
clay pigeons. Any one who has done 
much shooting will readily see the 
handicap he was under and will appre- 
ciate all the more his wonderful skill 
acquired in so short a, time. 


In reply to the question as to how he 


became an expert so quickly, Mr. Mc- 
Alpin said: 


"There is only one way to become an 


expert pigeon shot, and that is by con- 
stant practice. I practice whenever I 
get a chance. Sometimes when I am in 
my bedroom and happen to notice my 
gun in the corner I get into position 
and aim at some object on the wall. 
Then I pull the trigger just as I would 
when at the traps. If after the trigger 
is pulled I find that my aim is still true 
I know I am in trim, for if I can hold 
my gun steadily aimed while I pull the 
trigger at a pinhole on the wall it fol- 
lows that I can do it at a much larger 
object farther away. The reason why a 
great many amateurs do not become 
experts is because they do not practice 
constantly. 


"Another thing necessary to expert- 


ness is to stand in a proper position. 
Then, when properly placed and your 
gun ready, you can give the word and 
in whatever direction the bird may fly 
you can get a good shot at him. Most 
amateurs do not stand properly when 
shooting, consequently when the birds 
fly in certain directions they cannot get 
good shots at them. Jack Brewer show- 
ed me the proper position in which to 
stand one day, and I have never needed 
another lesson. However, as in most 
other sports, it is very hard to get 
amateurs to practice. They don't seem

Truly a great feat at 30 yard 
rise and 21 yard boundary.

Dando of Philadelphia in a double bird 
match, only one barrel allowed at each 
bird. The score was 80-73.

The Hurlingharn 
Gun club is the most famous English 
shooting club, and the rules formulated 
and used by that organization are the 
ones that govern contests in America 
as a rule. Every year there is held what

The representative gun club of the 


United States is the Carteret Gun club,

The Carteret Gun club is the only one 


recognized by foreigners, and its mem- 
bership comprises most of the best 
known shots in the country.

pigeon shots is the Westminster Kennel 
club. But this club's special object is 
the improvement of the canine race, so 
that it does not rank as high as the 
Carteret club in the shooting line. 


Of course there are a great many good 


shots in this country, some of them 
stars of the first magnitude, who are 
not men of leisure or even well off, but 
almost without exception these men are 
those who oan earn their livelihood by 
means of their guns and as a rule rep- 
resent some firm of gunmakers or an 
ammunition manufacturer and are paid 
for using and advertising some special 
brand of either.

The sixth annual shoot 
of this contest will be held at Elkwood 
Park, N. J., on March 22, 23 and 24, and 
promises to surpass all previous tourna- 
ments of the kind, as a majority of the 
most celebrated pigeon shots in the 
country have sent in their entries. 


The management at Elkwood is get- 


ting the grounds in readiness for an 
immense c#>wd of spectators, who will 
surely be present. The shooting box at 
Elkwood is unsurpassed anywhere in 
the world, and with three sets of traps 
and a dozen or more well trained re- 
trieving dogs marvelously rapid shoot- 
ing will result.

Pacemaking Troubles, 


The question that is bothering the cy- 


cle racing men and promoters just now is 
how to overcome the advantage one rid- 
er has over another through ability to 


et together and hold a well drilled pac- 


ing team and how to overcome the dis- 
advantage of single pacemaking in short 
distance races. In considering the ques- 
tion of pacemaking it should be clearly 
understood that the conditions of a race 
and the conditions of a time trial are 
totally different. 


In a race it is very essential that the 


conditions should be equally fair for 
each man, but in a time trial speed only 
is to be considered, and any means to 
accomplish the desired result are allow- 
ble. 


In a race, unless it be a short sprint, 


total absence of pacing introduces un- 
fairness, as it means that some one of 
the competitors must buffer the disad- 
vantage of being rmpaced. This pacing, 
however, although Introduced to equal- 
ize matters, has in effect resulted in the 
grossest unfairness that has ever been 
attributed to any competitive sport. 


Pacing in races, instead of equalizing 


matters so that each man has an equal 
chance, has developed so that one man 
has had the pacing to himself. 


A tandem paced race is unfair unless 


each man has tandems, and this rule 
applies to all other styles of pacing ma- 
chines. The race is unfair unless each 
rider has the same kind of multicycles.

Against Fitchburg Road Comes Up this 


Week in Vermont. 


Among the oases entered for the March 


term of the Windham county court a 
Newfane, Vt., which begins 1 uesday, arc 
four brought by Q. A. Boyden, adminis- 
trator, against the Fitohbnrg railroad to 
recover for the loss of the lives ol the four 
young men of thisvcity, who were killed 
by a crossing asoilent at Pownal ou Sun- 
day, July 21, 1895. 


The circumstances of the accident are 


still fresh in the public mind. The party 
was composed of Jerry Trudeau, Oliver 
Dudley, Edward Koquo arid Edward 
Ohttput of^this city, nil of whom were 
killed, and Clarence H. Prindle and Ed- 
ward White of Williiunstown, who left 
the carriage before it was struck by the 
train. The youug men bad been ou a ride 
to Pownal and were on their way home 
when the accident occurred. A freight 
train going east shut off the view 
of the west bound track on which there 
was an express running at high speed. As 
soon as the freight train had passed, the 
men drove upon tha crossing and were 
struck by the express. The men and one 
of the horses were killed and the carriage 
was smashed into kindling wood. It waa 
the worst crossing accident that ever oc- 
curred in this section. 


The results of the legal proceedings 


will be awaited with much interest in this 
city. 


The Beer & Dowlin Claim. 


The Boston correspondent of the Green- 


field Gazette and Courier writes aa follows 
on the Beer & Dowlin petition: 


The claim of Beer & Dowlin, the counsel 


for O'Neil in the recent murder trial, is 
still in the ways and means committee. 
Attorney General Knowlion was before 
the committee yeaterday, by its request, 
and went over the subject. He objected 
to the Superior court being snubbed by 
the over-ruling of its refusal to make 
these lawyers the counsel for O'Neil by 
appointment, and the disregard the legis- 
lature would be paying the court's rule 
that counsel should invariably be ap- 
pointed from the bar of the county where 
trial is held. At most the lawyers should 
have the privilege of recovering the 
amount of their expenses.

VIEW ON MAINE DISASTER, 


Professor Bascom of Williams Writes 


On International Law. 


Prof. John Bascom of Williams college, 


in response to a question of the Boston 
Journal as to the international law and 
precedent bearing upon the outcome of 
the destruction of the Maine, answered: 
"International law springs up by the set- 
tlement of cases of contention between 
nations. When these settlements assum^ 
a definite form, and we have a well- 
established precedent, this precedent 
becomes 
international 
law. 
The 


claims of a nation are likely to be 
conceded and pass into a law when they 
are plainly just and tend to the general 
peace. We need to arrive at knowledge 
of the cause of the disaster to the Maine 
before we can make any c'j.ini in refer- 
ence to it. If it should appear that the 
disaster was due to any negligence ou the 
part of Spain, or any violence on the par1 


of her citizens, we should have a claim 
against Spain analogous to that which a 
c'rizen has against his own government, 
when his property has been injured by 
the state or destroyed by a mob. 


"A vessel, in going into a foreign port 


comes under the police regulations of that 
pprt. It accepts the provisions for its 
safety made by a foreign government. It 
can in no way intermeddle with them, or 
make them more adequate. Its place of 
anchorage and its security therein are 
provided for it. The government that 
controls these conditions is properly re- 
sponsible for them. This responsibility 
lies in the line not only of the immediate 
safety of the vessel concerned, but of in- 
, ernational harmony. When this obliga- 
tion has not been met, a just claim arises 
for redress. On these grounds we com- 
pensated, under the insistence of Italy, 
the friends of the Italians slain by a mob 
*n New Orleans."

SUNDAY FOB REST AND RELIBION 


Work of the Sabbath Protective League 


Outlined in Two Churches. 


Rev. Dr. Martin D. Kneeland of Boston, 


general secretary of the Now England 
Sabbath Protective league, spoke at the 
Baptist church Sunday morning and at 
the Methodist churoh in the evening. 
His subject in the morning was "The 
Attitude of the Church and Community 
to the Sabbath Day" and in the evening 
he dwelt upon the belief of the league 
that this moral reform is more important; 
to the American people than any other 
question which now confronts them. 


The object of the league is to maintain 


the observance of the Lord's day or a civil 
rest day and a day for religious uses, de- 
fending ii, Against the encroachments of 
business and pleasure. Its methods in- 
clude organization and agitation, instruc- 
tion by press, pulpit and platform, 
education of the young and morally 
ignorant, the protection and enforcement 
of Sunday laws and the securing ot better 
legislation in the intsrests of the work- 
ingmen and good citizenship. 


Mr. Kneeland in his addresses told what 


has been accomplished by the league 
since its organization in 1895 and gave 
many facts and details of its work which 
were of great interest to his hearers. 
Senator George F. Hoar is president of 
the league, whose membership represents 
11 denominations and includes many who 
are not church members. The leag le is 
not working to bring back the Puritan 
Sabbath, but is trying to cut off some of 
the abuses of the day. It has succeeded 
jn stopping the running of Sunday excur- 
sion trains in this state and has success- 
fully prosecuted the running of excursion 
boats in two cases. The official board is 
composed of leading men in all parts of 
New England. Mr. Kneeland spoke in 
Adaras Friday night and is now working 
through Berkshire county in the interest 
of the league.
